Explanation Of Seedlings And Transplants 


2-0 indicates a 2 year seedling. 2-1 indicates that 
the seedling grew two years in the seed bed and the 
figure one indicates that it was transplanted and 
let grow one year. 2-2 indicates that the seedling 
grew two years in the seed bed and was transplanted 
and let grow two years. 3-3-2 indicates that the 
first three years the plant grew in the seed bed and 
was transplanted and let grow on in the transplant 
bed for three years and was transplanted the second 
time and let grow in the transplant bed for two 
years. 
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Growing Christmas Trees 
Planting Guide Information 


Christmas tree growing started in a small way more 
than 380 years ago on farms in Pennsylvania and 
two or three cther northeastern -states. This enter- 
prise has grown to a full size industry. Prior to the 
growing of Christmas trees, the vast requirements 
were imported mostly from Canada. In addition, wild 
native woods-grown Pine, Spruce, Fir and Red Cedar 
were used in small towns and cities. These native 
trees were cut from farm land which had been re- 
seeded from bordering forests. 


The demand in Pennsylvania is estimated to be more 
than 2 million annually and increasing. 


The grower who will produce a good grade will al- 
ways find a ready market, There will come a time 
when poor grade trees will be difficult to sell. The 
estimated stock still being imported and domestic 
trees being shipped from the Pacific northwest and 
New England (wild woods-grown) is more than 50°. 
The growers can get a greater percentage of this 
business when they grow and grade better trees. 
This will reduce the imports from Canada and the 
domestic shipment of poorer grade woods grown wild 
trees. The wild grown trees are becoming move diffi- 
cult to locate, and too, the cost of stumpagre, labor 
and increasing freight rates, long distance to mar- 
kets, make wild woods grown stock more difficult 
to sell each year. 


KINDS 70 PLANT 


Scoteh pine is in mo-t det.and by the large eastern 
markets, with perhaps Ked pine being the second 
choice in some cities, followed by Austrian pine, 
White pine, Fir and Spruce. To growers who are 
interested in diversified planting. we would recom- 
mend approximately the following: Scotch pine 50% 
Red pine 10%, Austrian pine 10%, White pine 10%, 
Fir 10% and Spruce 10%. 


SIZES 


We recommend 2 year seedlings on Scotch pine, 
3 year old seedlings on the other varieties of pine, 
3 year seedlings or transplants on varieties of Spruce 
and Fir as the most satisfactory planting stock sizes 
from our experience, both hand and machine planting. 


WHEN TO PLANT 


We have learned from our own plantings over the 
years that Early Spring is the best time to plant, 
starting just as soon as possible after the frost 
leaves the ground, usually the latter part of March 
or early April continuing as iong as ground and 
weather conditions permit. Fall planting may be 
satisfactory in well drained sandy soil. We do not 
recommend clay soil if not well drained, as the re- 
action of freezing and thawing will cause heaving 
and much lcss on fall planting. September 15 to 
October 15 is usually the best time as the ground 1s 
tempered and has more moisture. 
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PLANTING DISTANCES AND NUMBER 
OF TREES PER ACRE 


4 X 4 feet each way requires 2,720 per acre. 5 X 5 
feet each way requires 1,720, 6 X 6 feet each way 
requires 1,210 per acre. About 4 X 5 feet spacing 
each way on Spruce and Fir is best and 5 X 6 feet 
spacing each way is best for varieties of Pine. 


SUGGESTIONS AND CARE 


The planting area should not be plowed, some grass 
and weeds will be an advantage for the first two 
years after planting. If it becomes too dense and 
high, use a power driven mower, never a hand scytn 
as many of the tops of the little trees will be cut off. 
Never use fertilizer as this would increase the grow- 
th of weeds as well as the trees. Land of average 
fertility is favored over rich soil. Keep all brush cut 
out by going over the plantation each Spring and 
Fall. Do not permit live stock to graze as they 
will do serious damage. Fire is a hazard and we 
suggest that roads and fire-breaks be made so that 
fire can be readily controlled. 


PLANTING METHODS 


Hand planting suggestion: Line out the rows with 
stakes at intervals. Each planter using a planting 
bucket with roots covered with muddy water. Use a 
narrow pointed spade or mattock to open hole or 
regular tree planting tool. Where this methcd is used, 
the trees are slitted into the ground. Be sure and 
plant very firmly by using the heel of shoe. Each 
man should plant about 1,000 seedlings in an 8 hour 
day. 

(We can furnish a heavy Special Tree Planting Tool, 
tocl steel bit, with side bar for foot pressure, all 
sveel, cost $6.50 each prepaid delivered East of 
Mississippi River. This same type has been in use 
for more than 30 years.) 


On large plantings. Tree planting machines are 
rapidly replacing hand planting. A crew of 4 men 
can plant 6,000 to 10,000 in an 8 hour day. Planting 
machines can be contracted for doing the work at a 
cost of about $15.00 to $29.00 per 1,000 trees. Some 
nurserymen and individuals can be cbtained in cer- 
tain areas if contacted a few months in advance of 
required planting, 


CARE OF PLANTING STOCK 


Important information to remember: Remove seed- 
lings promptly from shipping containers. Dip roots 
if necessary and heel in at once, preferably in a 
cool basement or ground floor of a building. Keep 
from sun and winds. If must heel in near planting 
site, then select a well shaded spot, dig a trench 
about 6 to 8 inches V-shape cr about 45 degrees. 
Cover roots with damp soil and keep well watered 
until planted. Puddle roots of trees in mud before 
planting. Do not let roots dry out at any time. 


Set tree about the same depth it grew in the nurserv. 
Firm the ground around the roots. 
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SHAPE TREES BY SHEARING 


Experienced growers are convinced that economical 
production of high grade Christmas trees is imposs- 
ible without shearing during development. Unless 
such work is done, a plantation may produce 50% 
or more spindling, low-quality trees. 

Shearing gives best results when done in the growiny 
season and timed carefully. For pines, the season for 
shearing is June 1 to 30, depending on the develop- 
ment. For spruce, firs, and other short needled ever- 
greens, the best period for shearing is late June to 
July 31. To spread the work over a longer period 
spruce may be sheared later in the season with satis- 
factory results. The work should be done when new 
growth for the year is completed and the terminal] 
bud is evident. 


SELLING SUGGESTIONS 
Suggestien on selling: Never permit the buyer to 
select and cut trees unless the owner is with him. 
It is best for the grower to cut and grade his trees 
at a cash price agreed on. At our farms we do our 
own cuiting, grading and help load the trucks. 
Retail only, some growers permit customers to se- 
lect and cut their trees, but it is still best to have 
one of your men with the buyer, Never sell on credit. 
This is disastrous when selling in wholesale truck 
load quantities. Even some of the better buyers 
will make a claim on a bad year when there is an 
over-supply. The grower is not obliged to take the 
risk. The difficulty is that many buyers (wholesale) 
stock up too heavy. They should take the risk or 
buy less trees. Sell for cash or request a certified 
check if customer is unknown to you. 

If you are not near a market then place a “FOR 
SALE” ad covering your trees in one of your large 
city papers, classified section. Run the ad about 
August cr not later than the first of October. Carry 
the ad several times or until you sell available stock. 
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Get a deposit on each sale and hold this deposit and 
apply on the sale of last load covering each order. 
We have customers located in adjoining states who 
are as much as 400 miles or more from our tree 
farms. They pick up with their own truck or have 
a contract trucker make the delivery, 


INVESTMENT SUGGESTION 


SUNCREST planted trees on your idle cleared land 
will improve it and increase its value yearly. If 
planted to Scotch Pine and well managed (which 
requires a minimum of expense including keeping 
any high weeds and brush removed and necessary 
shearing from the fourth to sixth year), the plantat- 
ion at the 7th year from planting, should have a 
value equal to the same acreage of second growth 
Yellow Poplar (tulip) and White or Yellow pine saw 
log timber, which requires 40 to 60 years to grow to 
this size.
